ness Monday evening was light. 
Two board appointments were 
approved; a tax abatement was 
voted in for a local firm and a 
resolution applying for a federal 
grant will move forward. 

The Healthcare Authority of 
Elba, which owns and manages 
the Elba General Hospital and 
Nursing Home, submitted a list 
of board members for ratifica- 
tion. This was necessary due to 
the death of long time Chairman 
Drexel Cook and resignation of 
Carolyn Brunson. 

’ The new make-up of the five 
member board is as follows: 
Chairman Pete Cash (moving up 
from Vice Chairman), term 
expiring 12-12-2013; - new , 
appointee - Jimmy Cook, term 
expiring 11-12-2011; Cabert 
Mills, term expiring 11-12- 
2011; new appointee - Kenneth 
Strong, term expiring 11-12- 
2009; and Daniel Stephens, term 
expiring 2009, 

The council approved a reso- 
lution authorizing Mayor James 
Grimes to. sign the necessary 
paperwork to complete applica- 
tion for a CDBG Community 
Enhancement grant to install 
new sewer lines on Marilyn 
Street. 

A delegation of residents, in 
that area appeared before the 
council recently requesting the 
help.

Revised innocent spouse form «a: 


now available 


The Internal Revenue Service has 
announced a redesigned Form 8857, 
Request for Innocent Spouse Relief, 
that will help reduce follow up 
questions and reduce the burden on 
taxpayers. 

The form will ask more questions 
initially, but collecting critical 
information early in the process will 
mean faster processing of the 
request. The new design will elimi- 
nate an estimated 30,000 follow-up 
letters annually. The result will be a 
reduced burden and quicker answer 
for taxpayers and less cost for the 
government. 

The form was revised based on 
suggestions from an IRS process 
improvement team led by the Office 
of Taxpayer Burden Reduction. The 
new Form 8857 is available on the 
IRS.gov Web site. 

When a taxpayer files a joint 
return, both’ spouses are jointly and 
individually responsible for the tax. 
Innocent Spouse relief provides an 
opportunity for a spouse to be 
relieved from the joint debt under 
certain circumstances. If one tax- 
payer believes that only his or her 
spouse or former spouse who 
should be responsible for the tax, 
the taxpayer can request relief from 
the tax liability.

Previously, 
the questionnaire was separate from 
the form. A line-by-line analysis 
also resulted in a reduction in the 
number of questions asked of tax- 


payers,

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Alligator snapping 
turtle returned to 
wild in Alabama 


In collaboration with the 
Alabama. Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources’ (ADCNR) Wildlife 
and Freshwater Fisheries 
Division, the Birmi Zoo 
released a rehabilitated, 70- 
pound alligator snapping turtle 
back into its wild habitat today. 

Arriving at the Zoo on May 
21, 2007, the turtle had a large 
treble hook in his throat, Being a 
large animal and potentially 
dangerous due to its size and 
strength, the animal needed 
immediate medical care from 
someone familiar with the 
native species. The hook was 
surgically removed and the tur- 
tle has since recovered. Based 
on his size and weight, the turtle 
is likely to be older than 55 
years. This species of turtle has 
been known to weigh well over 
100 pounds. One of the most 
recognizable characteristics of 
the species is the massive shell’s 
three prominent ridges that run 
from front to back. 

“Now that the alligator snap- 
ping turtle in the Birmingham 
Zoo has recovered, it is being 
returned to the public waters of

If one is 
accidentally caught or hooked, it 
must be released back into the 
wild.” 

The Alabama native species is 
a species of High Conservation 
Concern. The alligator snapping 
turtle is the largest freshwater 
turtle in the world. The species 
is recovering from unmonitored 
exploitation for human con- 
sumption, believed to be the pri- 
mary reason for population 
declines. Although commercial 
harvesting is no longer a serious 
threat to populations in 
Alabama, it may take decades 
for populations to recover, 
Habitat degradation and pollu- 
tion are also thought to be fac- 
tors resulting in the decline of 
the population. Additionally, 
due to the low reproductive rate 
of the species, added. protection 
is needed to help increase the 
current low populations. 

The alligator snapping turtle, 
Macroclemys —temminckii, is 
confined to the Gulf of Mexico 
drainages of the United States 
and is widespread in the lower 
Mississippi Valley. Distribution 
in Alabama is nearly statewide.

In the United States, a country 
that has seen a conflict or war in 
every decade of the past cen- 
tury, one would surmise that 
military veterans would be treat- 
ed with deference, respect, and 
justice. But in this shocking, 
moving, and infuriating account 
of the current state of veterans’ 
benefits, newcomer Jane Smith 
Thornton uses her own experi- 
ence as a military wife — and 
widow — ‘to elucidate her well- 
researched claims of govern- 
mental negligence and betrayal. 

Although In Harm’s Way is 
grounded in person experience, 
it is by no means a mere memoir 
or protest. Rather, it is. a com- 
prehensive, easy-to-read guide 
to obtaining medical benefits 
written expressly for veterans 
and their families, Filled with 
horrifying but true facts about 
the senseless operations of, vet- 
erans’ affairs departments, 
Thornton's work is long past 
due as she lends voice to those 
without hope even as she pres- 
ents their probable obstacles 
with sincere and unflinching 
honesty. 


If there were more authors” 


like Thornton, perhaps members 
of the general public would 
beware blind patriotism and 
instead hold their government 
accountable to its constituents, 
especially the hard working and 
heroically fighting men and 
women of the United States: In 
Harm's Way is sure to be a pre- 
requisite resource for anyone 
struggling to assert themselves 
and their rights in the face.of an 
overwhelming and often callous 
bureaucracy. Thornton's bray- 
ery both in battling for her hus- 
band’s health and in dedicating 


_ herself to helping others is 


beyond commendable; she 
clearly is a new variety of hero.

The Support Our Troops! 
License plate is now available in 
Alabama. The extra cost of the 
Support Our Troops! specialty 
plate is $50, which benefits 
Alabama active duty troops and 
their families. 

Martin Boire, Chairman of 
Support Our Troops® put it this 
way: “If a neighbor leaves to go 
off to protect your family, 
morally what do you think you 
should do for his family, for her 
family? Buying this plate lets us 
civilians meet our obligation to 
those who are looking out for 
us.” ; 

The license plate has been 
approved by the Alabama Joint 
Legislature Oversight 
Committee. But before the rev- 
enue department will actually 
manufacture the plates and place 
them in all the tag offices 
statewide for general sales, the 
revenue department first collects 
an initial group of plate 250 
applications using the form pro- 
vided by the state. Once those 
250 are collected, the revenue 
department will make the plate 
available in the normal manner 
in its tag offices statewide.

NRCS accepting applications 
again for prescribed burning 


The Natural Resources 
Conservation Service (NRCS) is 
again accepting applications for 
cost-sharing the prescribed 
burning of pine timberland. 
Landowners in Coffee and sur- 
rounding counties who experi- 
enced downed timber or excess 
needle-fall as a result of the hur- 
ricanes of 2005 or the tornadic 
winds associated with these 
events are eligible to participate. 
Prescribed burning is a forest 
management tool that is benefi- 
cial. to an individual timber 
operation and one that also pro- 
vides advantages to the public 
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by reducing wildfire hazards 
and enhancing wildlife habitat. 

Coffee County and Alabama 
as a whole is densely forested, 
and these forests should be man- - 
aged properly to maximize prof- 
its and to safeguard the land. 
Vegetation management in 
forests is critical to retain 
desired native ecosystems, to 
reduce the threat of wildfire, and 
to meet other management 
objectives. Prescribed burning is 
a management practice that has 
been used for years to enhance 
the value of the timber, to con- 
trol the understory vegetation, 
and to provide habitat for 
wildlife. 

The winter season usually 
provides suitable weather condi- 
tions for prescribed burning. 
USDA-Natural Resources 
Conservation Service and 
Alabama Forestry Commission 
maintain a list of forestry ven- 
dors that can perform these serv- 
ices for landowners. Application 
for this program may be made at 
the NRCS office in the Farm 
Service Center in New 
Brockton.

ADPH advises consumers to be alert to the risk at bottttarri poisoning 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Health advises the public 
not to purchase or eat any of the 
recalled canned food products 
listed here because of the risk of 
botulism poisoning. 
Environmental health staff at 
county health departments have 
begun checking to ensure that 
the contaminated products on 
Alabama store shelves have 
been removed from sale.

“The path to safe investing is 
littered with traps that are likely 


ing that investors also can 
become trapped by legitimate 
investment products that are 
suitable for some investors, but 
not all. Before making any 
investment, Borg urged 
investors to make sure that both 
the salesperson and the invest- 
ment are licensed and regis- 
tered in their state or province 
and that they have been given 
adequate written information 
that fully explains the invest- 
ment. “You should also make 
sure that any claims made for 
the investment are realistic 
and not pie in the sky,” Borg 
said, 

The following ' listing, in 
alphabetical order of the ASC’s 
Top 10 Traps for investors. 

Affinity Fraud. Con artists 
are increasingly targeting reli- 
gious, ethnic, cultural and pro- 
fessional groups. Some may be 
members of the group or pre- 
tend to be members in order to 
gain trust, Con artists often 
recruit a respected member of a 
community or religious congre- 


_ gation to promote their schemes 


by convincing them that a fraud- 
ulent investment is legitimate. 
In many cases, even these lead- 
ers become victims of what 
turns out to be a Ponzi scheme.

radio promotions, or on Internet 
sites. Remember: If ‘you don't 
understand an investment, don’t 
invest. 

Internet Fraud. Scamsters 
continue to take advantage of 
technology to lure investors into 
“pump-and-dump” stock 
schemes, Be wary of invest- 
ments being pitched through 
unsolicited e-mails, instant mes- 
sages, and phony websites. 
Remember: The internet can be 
a con artist's dream — easy 
access to you and your money, 
with no “return address” if the 
deal goes sour. 

Investment Seminars. 
Promoters of unsuitable invest- 
ments are increasingly seeking 
potential investors, particularly 
seniors, by offering seminars, 
many of them promising a free 
meal along with “higher returns 
and little or no risk.” 
Unfortunately, in many of the 
cases that securities regulators 
see, it’s just the opposite: high 
risk and no returns, just disas- 
trous losses, Remember: 
There's no such mung as a free 
lunch.

Con artists tend to follow the 
headlines. 

Prime Bank Schemes. Often 
promising high-yield, tax-free 
fetirns, promoters of these 
schetnes offer to let the “little 
guy” in on what they claim are 
financial instruments from elite 
overseas banks usually offered 
only to the world’s wealthiest 
investors. Prime banks do not 
exist and the scam artists have 
no intention of creating a profit 
for anyone but themselves. 
Remember: Often the most 
sophisticated sounding invest- 
ments are just false promises in 
fancy garb. 

Private Securities Offerings. 
Con artists are turning increas- 
ingly to private securities offer- 
ings under Rule 506 Regulation 
D of the Securities Act of 1933 
to attract investors without hav- 
ing to go through the full regis- 
tration process. Although some- 
times legitimate, these offerings 
are often associated with fraud. 
Remember: Especially with 
lightly regulated investment 
offerings, it pays to consult a 
trusted financial adviser. 

Real Estate Investment 
Contracts. Despite the recent 
decline in property values, 
investments in real estate long 
have been viewed as a “sure 
thing,” one with little downside 
risk and the potential for sub- 
stantial returns. Some real estate 
investments are securities sub- 
ject to full regulation under the 
state and federal securities’laws, 
including registration require- 
ments and antifraud rules. 
Remember; ‘Just because an 
investment involves real estate — 
or pay phones or worm farms'— 
it still may be a security, ,so 
check with your state ‘securities 
regulator. 

Unlicensed Individuals & 
Unregistered Products. 


“Anyone selling securities or 


providing investment advice 
about buying or selling securi- 
ties must be appropriately 
licensed. Anyone engaging in 
these activities without a valid 
license to do so should be a red 
alert for investors. Con artists 
also bypass stringent state regis- 


tration requirements to pitch

check out anyone offering to 
help you buy or sell securities or 
providing investment advice. 
Unsuitable Sales. What 
might be a suitable investment 
for one investor might not be 
tight for another. Securities pro- 
fessionals must know their cus- 


tomers’ financial situation and ° 


refrain from recommending 
investments that they have rea- 
son to believe are unsuitable. 
Fort example, variable and equi- 
ty indexed annuities are often 
unsuitable for senior citizens 
because those products are gen- 
erally long-term investments 
that limit access to invested 
funds. But sales agents stand to 
earn high commissions on these 
investment products so they 
don’t always adhere to the suit- 
ability standards — with dire 
consequences for seniors, 
Remember: Make sure your 
investments match up with your 
age, your need for access to 
money, and your risk tolerance.
